Rescue Efforts Fail 
Student Trapped 
In Crevice Dies 


BUXTON, England fAP) — An 
Oxford freshm an trapped for near­ 
ly two days in a rock crevice 1,000 
feet underground died today after 
rescuers repeatedly had failed in 
a desperate struggle to free him.

am ateur explorer, Neil M oss, fell 
feet first Sunday afternoon into 
the “ Devil’s Hole” 
of Britain’s 
deepest cave. He had been uncon­

aid of oxygen administered to him 
at intervals. 
Police announced his death as 
Britain tensely followed the heart­ 
breaking rescue attempt here in 
the English Midlands. 
The husky. 170-pound collegian’s 
shoulaers were wedged so tight 40 
feet down in the S-shaped rock 
shaft that four attem pts to puU 
him free Monday failed. A rope 
slipped under his limp arm s broke 
each time.

Suspect Held 
To Grand Jury 


East End Youth, 15, 
May Be Prosecuted 
Under Juvenile Law 


A 15-year-old East End youth, 
accused of attempting to extort 
$500 from a physician’s wife, was 
bound over to a Federal Grand 
Jury under a $5,000 bond Monday 
afternoon. 
The youth was arraigned before 
U. S. Commissioner William G. 
Dornan at Youngstown on a charge 
of violating the federal juvenile 
delinquency act. He p l e a d e d 
guilty. 
His case may come before the 
Grand Jury at Cleveland for in­ 
dictment or an information can be 
returned in which instance his case 
would be handled directly, William 
Murphy, agent in charge of the 
Cleveland office of the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation, explained. 
Most juvenile cases are handled 
on informations, he added. 
If the information is returned, 
the Pennsylvania Ave. boy could 
be placed on probation or conv 
mitted to the custody of the U. S .j 
attorney-general, in which case he, 
would be sent to a federal correc-j 
tional institution.

Six-Tenths 
Set As Rate; 
Vote 6 To I 


Council Will Meet 
In Another Special 
Session On Monday 


Setting the stage for an expected 
referendum test at the Nov. 3 gen­ 
eral election, Council gave the first 
of three required readings Monday 
night to new income tax legislation 
fixing a rate of 60 cents on each 
$100 of earnings and profits. 
Designed to produce $240,000 to 
$300,000 a year to improve city 
services aijd finance a long-range 
program of capital improvements, 
the ordinance was given first read* 
ing, 6-1. Councilman H. A. Tunis 
of the First Ward cast the lone 
dissent. 
Two more readings are required 
for final enactment. Council will 
meet in another special session 
next Monday night and expects to 
pass the ordinance finally at its 
regular meeting Monday, April 6, 


THE RATE IN the new ordinance 
is two-tenths of one per cent low­ 
er than the tax which voters re­ 
pealed at the 1958 general elec­ 
tion. It is six-tenths of one per 
cent, which figures out to 60 cents 
on each $100 of income. The rate 
in the repealed ordinance w a s 
eight-tenths of one per cent, or 80 
cents per $100. 
The new ordinance does not con­ 
tain an emergency clause, which 
means that it cannot become ef­ 
fective until 30 days after final 
passage and approval by Mayor 
Fred P. Lawrence. Within that 30 
days, individuals or groups which 
wish to test the new ordinance by 
a vote of the people will have an 
opportunity to circulate referen­ 
dum petitions seeking a ballot 
place for the question at the No­ 
vember election. 
Councilmen emphasized repeat­ 
edly to the audience of about 55 
that the ordinance is being con­ 
sidered on three readings and with­ 
out an emergency clause to give 
the public every opportunity to 
launch referendum action. 
They also emphasized that if the 
question is to be tested at the polls, 
the action must be initiated by the 
public, as Council has no author­ 
ity to put such an issue directly 
to a vote of the people. 


STATE LAW GIVES Council the 
right to go direct to the County 
Election Board with a request for 
a vote on a bond issue or a levy, 
for instance, but a vote on an in­ 
come tax — whether via initiative 
or referendum procedure — must 
be launched by the public. 
The emergency clause in the 1958 
ordinance barred a referendum, 
under which the effectiveness of 
the questioned ordinance is held 
up pending a decision at the polls. 
However, Trades and Labor Coun­ 
cil successfully got a repealer onto 
the ballot via initiative procedure,

No one g iv es the Kremlin the benefit of a 
dou bt in a case like this, bu t Berlin is as 
g rim and ticklish a problem for its politicians 
and militarists as it is for the politicians and 
m ilitarists of the United States, Britain and 
France. 
All of them wou ld like to dismantle the 
bomb before it ex plodes and blows them into 
obliv ion. Nikita Khru shchev u nav oidably is 
g etting the blame for setting a deadline for 
a showdown, bu t his critics know that there 
had to be a showdown ev entu ally .

In his mind, he ju stifies this life-taking by 
thinking of his v ictims as nu isances, in mu ch 
the same way as Hitler’s bu Uy -boy s thou g ht 
of the other hu man being s as nu isances. 
And in ex actly the same way as the bu lly - 
boy s killed what they did not like, the ex ecu ­ 
tioners of dog s and cats kill what they do 
not like. This is a time of y ear when they 
become more activ e than u su al. They declare 
an open season on their qu arry in spring time. 
Here is something for them to think abou t: 
It is an offense pu nishable by both im pri­ 
sonment and fine u nder Ohio law to kill or 
inju re a dog or cat maliciou sly or wilfu lly . 


If the v alu e of the dog , for ex ample, is 
more than $35 the prison term may be as 
mu ch as one y ear and the fine $500. For ani­ 
m als of lesser v alu e, the prison term may 
be as mu ch as three months and the fine 
as mu ch as $200. 
The trou ble is, of cou rse, that the ex ecu ­ 
tioners are hard to catch. You hear abou t 
them bu t almost nev er find ou t who they are. 
They operate after dark. They do not boast 
of their prowess with g u ns and poison. If 
they did, their own liv es wou ldn’t be worth 
mu ch more than the v alu e they assig n to 
the liv es of the pets they lov e to kill. 
A stiff penalty in the law is no comfort 
to the owner of a pet that has been ex ecu ted 
contrary to the law. Bu t it can be an in­ 
centiv e to those who may be wrong ed by the 
ex ecu tioners to demand the complete coopera­ 
tion of law enforcement officials in cases 
where there is ev en an ou tside chance of 
g etting enou g h ev idence to g iv e the cu lprits 
u p to the y ear in jail and the $500 fine they 
richly deserv e.

Su mner Slichter, the Harv 'ard economist, 
has been at it ag ain — and editorial writers 
from coast to coast can be thankfu l for this 
endless su pply of prov ocativ e \iewpointing .

When Slichter had finished say ing this, y ou 
cou ld hear a tariff drop any where in the Dis­ 
trict of Colu mbia. Bu t he had something 
else to say while he was on the stand.

they are say ing priv ately . They 
say the anti-racket bills will die 
in the Hou se leav ing a mig hty po­ 
litical stench u nder its beams. For 
the moment the political chiefs be­ 
liev e that the only hope for a ru n­ 
ning battle with the mob infil­ 
trators of labor is in reg ional bru sh 
fire wars in the states. 
There are su ch “w ars’* — some 
of them u nnoticed in other parts 
of the nation. A felon, for ex ample, 
can no long er be a u nion official 
in North Dakota. That’s been the 
law for some day s now. 


THOSE DAKOTANS are whim­ 
sical folk. They believ e that the 
word “ Badlands.” shou ld refer only 
to bu mpy roads and not to roads 
laden with the bu mped off ex cesses 
of the mob. 
In one of the first laws of its 
kind, the North Dakota leg islatu re 
pu t it this way : 
“Qu alifications To Hold Office In 
Labor Union Or Labor Org aniza­ 
tion: No person who has been con­ 
v icted of any crime inv olv ing mor­ 
al tu rpitu de or of a felony , ex cept­ 
ing traffic v iolations, shall serv e in 
any official capacity in any labor 
u nion or labor org anization in this 
state. No su ch person, or any labor 
u nion or any labor org anization in 
which he is an officer, shall be 
qu alified to act as a barg aining 
ag ent or representativ e for em­ 
ploy es in this state. Su ch disqu ali­ 
fication shall term inate whenev er 
su ch officer is remov ed or resig ns 
as an officer in su ch labor u nion 
or labor org anization.” 
That’s the whole law. Yet labor 
leaders in that state fou g ht it. They 
rou nded u p 40 ou t of 110 members 
of the hou se and 12 ou t of 49 state 
senators to v ote ag ainst it. Why ? 
Shou ld men once conv icted of at­ 
tempted mu rder, arson, g rand lar­ 
ceny , may hem and other v iolence 
be permitted the tru ly sacred tru st 
of leadership of working men and 
women? Ev en in North Dakota 
there were two u nion officials with 
long prison records. 


IF THERE WERE su ch a fed­ 
eral law, many of those ex posed 
by Sen. McClellan wou ld hav e been 
su mmarily ejected from control of 
the hu ndreds of locals they ru n — 
in and ou t of the big u nions. Su ch 
a law wou ld almost au tomatically 
wipe ou t the du mmy u nions set u p 
by the u nderworld. 
Apparently the nex t state to pass 
reform laws will be Gov . Rocke­ 
feller’s New York. Within a fort­ 
nig ht there will be a law making 
u nion chiefs responsible for u nion 
fu nds 
and 
property ju st as 
a 
corporation ex ecu tiv e is responsi­ 
ble to stockholders for company 
property and mu st answer to stock­ 
holders for any profits he makes 
becau se of the position, power and 
prestig e of his office. 
This is bu t the first step in New 
York. It can be reported that Gov . 
Rockefeller wants leg islation insu r­ 
ing democracy inside u nions. He 
ju st isn’t g oing to wait for Con­ 
g ress.

a g rou p to stu dy proposals which 
he wants passed along this line 
early nex t y ear.

Three y ears and three months 
Isn’t a long time in world affairs, 
y et how many people who are so 
enthu siastically hailing the nex t 
“ su mmit” con- 
f e r e n c e re­ 
member t h a t 
the Sov iet g ov ­ 
ernment made 


who is u sing weather to sell me 
a widg et. 
I intend to do something abou t 
the weather: namely , to liv e with 
it on my term s, not as a su bject 
for dramatization. 
The climate pitchmen hav e kept 
me in a state of artificial anx iety . 
They hav e been interfering with 
my peace of mind. They hav e 
flu stered me into battening down 
the hatches when it didn’t blow 
and starting to bail when the boat 
wasn’t leaking . 
They hav e sent me forth with a 
raincoat when it didn’t rain and 
on daisy -picking ex peditions when 
it did rain. They hav e kept me 
preoccu pied with hopes and fears 
that nev er materialized. 
They hav e interfered with my 
slu mber when there was nothing 
to be anx iou s abou t and they hav e 
lu lled me into false secu rity when 
I shou ld hav e been * standing by 
with a stou t pole to fend off float­ 
ing debris. 
Most of the dire thing s that cou ld 
hav e racked me u p they hav e 
g oofed on and most of the won­ 
derfu l day s I hav e enjoy ed they 
did not see coming .

Of what av ail is any “ su mmit’* 
conference if the ag reements are 
later torn into scraps of paper? 
A certain comminiqu e, for 
in­ 
stance, is worth rereading today . 
The head of the Sov iet g ov ernment 
—Bu lg anin — with Khru shchev at 
his side, sig ned it on Ju ly 23,19 55. 
It was issu ed after a “ su mmit” 
conference at Genev a, attended al­ 
so by President Eisenhower, Prim e 
Minister Eden of Britain* and P re­ 
mier Fau re of France. The state­ 
ment say s: 
‘‘The heads of g ov ernment, rec­ 
og nizing their common responsibil­ 
ity for the settlement of the Ger­ 
man qu estion and the reu nification 
of Germany , hav e ag reed that the 
settlement of the German qu estion 
and the reu nification of Germany 
by free elections shall be carried 
ou t in conformity with the national 
interests of the German people and 
the interests of Eu ropean secu rity . 
“The foreig n ministers will make 
whatev er arrang em ents they rnay 
consider desirable for the partici­ 
pation of, or for consu ltation with, 
other interested parties.” 


THIS WAS a “directiv e” or for­ 
m al instru ction to the foreig n min­ 
isters of the same fou r cou ntries 
—the Sov iet Union, Great Britain, 
France and the United States. The 
fou r ministers then m et at Genev a 
and here is the fu ll tex t of the 
joint declaration of France, Great 
Britain and the United States, is­ 
su ed at the close of the confer­ 
ence on Nov . 16, 1955: 
“ At Genev a, the foreig n minis­ 
ters of France, the United King ­ 
dom 
and the United States of 
America tried to reach ag reement 
with the Sov iet foreig n minister on 
what the fou r heads of g ov ernment 
in Ju ly ag reed were the closely 
linked problems of German reu ni­ 
fication and Eu ropean secu rity . To 
this end, they made a proposal for 
the reu nification of Germany by 
free elections in 1956 and for a 
treaty of assu rance g iv ing the So­ 
v iet Union far-reaching safeg u ards 
ag ainst ag g ression when Germany 
was reu nified. 
“ Marshal Bu lg anin in Ju ly had 
ag reed that the reu nification 
of 
Germany was the common respon­ 
sibility of the fou r powers 
and 
shou ld be carried ou t by means of 
free elections. The Sov iet foreig n 
minister, howev er, despite the di­ 
rectiv e of the heads of g ov ernment, 
made it plain that the Sov iet g ov ­ 
ernment refu sed to ag ree to the 
reu nification of Germany , since 
that wou ld lead to the liqu idation 
of the East German reg ime. He 
made cou nterproposals 
w h i c h 
wou ld hav e inv olv ed the continu ed 


div ision of Germany as well as th t 
ev entu al dissolu tion of the Western 
secu rity sy stem. It is for this rea­ 
son that the neg otiations hav a 
failed. 
“The 
f o r e i g n ministers of 
France, the United King dom and 
the United States of .America are 
aware that this resu lt m u st bring 
a sense of cru el disappointment to 
the German people, east and west 
of the zonal border which now u n­ 
ju stly div ides them. Howev er, the 
three foreig n m inisters believ e that 
the Sov iet g ov ernment will come to 
recog nize that its own self-interest 
will be serv ed by ending the inju s­ 
tice of a div ided Germany . They 
believ e that the Sov iet g ov ernment 
will realize that so long as it per­ 
sists in withholding u nity from the 
German people, there can be no 
solid secu rity in Eu rope, nor, in­ 
deed, in the world. 


“ THE THREE Western powers 
will themselv es not cease their ef­ 
forts to end the inju stice and 
wTong now being done by div iding 
the German people and will con­ 
tinu e to stand ready to contribu te 
to the secu rity which can be en­ 
joy ed by all only when Germany 
is reu nified.” 
Why does the Sov iet Union think 
now it can reap the fru its of its 
repu diation of the pledg e g iv en at 
the “ su m m it” conference of Ju ly 
1955 and g ain its ends in 1959? 
Perhaps it is becau se the Sov iets 
hav e an iron determination and be­ 
liev e that the Western democracies 
are u nderg oing a process of moral 
deterioration in 
which principle 
will be sacrificed for ex pediency . 
Perhaps it’s becau se the poli­ 
tically selfish Socialist Labor party 
in Britain, which believ es in peace- 
at-any -price doctrines, has forg ot­ 
ten the fatal appeasement of Hit­ 
ler at Mu nich in 1938. 
Perhaps it’s becau se, inside the 
United States, prominent Demo­ 
crats in Cong ress, by their speech­ 
es and statements in the press, 
hav e openly encou rag ed the Sov iets 
to believ e that President Eisenhow­ 
er “lost the confidence” of the 
American people in the last con­ 
g ressional election, that the Demo­ 
crats are g oing to win the presi­ 
dency in 1960, and that the nex t 
administration 
will 
g iv e 
softer 
treatm ent to the Kremlin. 


CERTAINLY 
the 
widespread 
pressu re for a *‘su mmit” confer­ 
ence this su mmer has persu aded 
a relu ctant President of the United 
States to g o ag ain to Genev a. Bu t 
the holding of the conference can 
hav e only one v alu e; to inform the 
world once m ore of the fu tility of 
try ing to neg otiate with a con­ 
su m m ate liar. 
Meanwhile, 
all 
proposals 
for 
‘‘diseng ag ement,” “ nu clear f r e e 
zones” and "“ pu lling back” West­ 
ern armies or “freezing ” a zone in 
central 
E u r o p e are palpable 
mov es of offensiv e strateg y on the 
military chess board of the men 
in the Kremlin. 
Perhaps it will not take ev en 
three months after the nex t “ su m­ 
m it” conference for the world to 
learn that, when the Sov iet g ov ­ 
ernment pu ts its sig natu re on a 
pledg e, it cannot 
be tru sted to 
keep its word. 
Appeasement of 
su ch an adv ersary can only lead 
to war.

WASHINGTON 
Their handling of their foreig n

—is a prim e ex ample of the dif­

Khru shchev treats his foreig n 
minister, Andrei Gromy ko, like a 
bookkeeper in charg e of small de­ 
tails. Perhaps no president in his­ 
tory ev er depended more on his 
Secretary of State than Eisenhow­ 
er on John Foster Du lles. 
It is hard to imag ine Khru sh- 
che/ at a loss for a word or an 
idea at a su mmit g et-tog ether if 
Gromy ko nev er showed u p. He al­ 
ready has dismissed as a waste of 
time a foreig n m inisters meeting 
before a su mmit conference. 
Du lles has been Eisenhower’s 
strong rig ht arm in foreig n af­ 
fairs. It is dou btfu l, becau se of 
his cancer, that Du lles can g o 
ov erseas to a 
su mmit meeting 
with the President. 
To be su re, Eisenhower, before 
he g oes, will be well briefed on 
details by his State Department 
aides and perhaps by Du lles him­ 
self. 
Bu t on a minu te by minu te basis 
that won’t be the same as hav ing 
Du lles with him. The President 
respected Du lles’ ju dg ment, relied 
on him, listened, was g u ided by 
him. 
It is 
no wonder 
Eisenhower, 
contrary to Khru shchev , u ntil re­ 
cently had insisted that any su m­ 
m it meeting mu st be preceded by 
a 
foreig n 
ministers 
conference 
which showed some prog ress and 
ag reem ent before the top men 
met. 
If Eisenhower now seems to be 
attaching less importance to a 
foreig n m inisters meeting it may 
be du e more to Du lles’ illness than 
any arg u ment by Khru shchev or 
influ ence by British Prim e Minis­ 
ter Harold Macmillan. 
Besides 
reliance 
on 
Du lles, 
there’s another g ood reason why 
Eisenhower shou ld pu t mu ch store 
on a foreig n ministers meeting as 
a prelim inary to the su mmit cob» 
ference. Reliance on foreig n miii- 


isters to work thing s ou t has been 
a traditional method of Western 
diplomacy , not su mmit meeting s. 
There are broad differences a l^ 
between the President and the 
Ru ssian premier. 
The chu bby , bald, ex trov erted 
Khru shchev — if he had been 
raised in this cou ntry — wou ld 
hav e been called a pu sher. He has 
been pu shing all his life. He is an 
innov ator and an ex perimenter. 
Eisenhower, 
althou g h 
he 
can 
play slam-bang politics at cam ­ 
paig n time, is essentially a tradi­ 
tionalist and a conserv ativ e. He 
has done no innov ating socially or 
economically here at home. He is 
a preserv er. 
His long and su ccessfu l m ilitary 
career by itself alone wou ld hav e 
been an enormou s force in m ak­ 
ing him a respecter of tradition. 
Khru shchev , on the other hand, 
pu shed his way u p throu g h the 
cannibalistic ranks of the Commu ­ 
nist party . Once at the top he kept 
pu shing . First, he pu shed aside 
the traditional idolatry lav ished on 
the memory of Stalin; nex t he 
shov ed aside his co-equ als, the 
other heirs of Stalin, like Molotov , 
Malenkov , Bu lg anin. Beria. 
The su mmit meeting will be a 
conference between a rambu nc­ 
tiou s, daring bu t shrewd m an and 
a conserv ativ e who has no rev olu ­ 
tionary ambitions bu t is deter­ 
mined to preserv e what the West 
holds, y ielding not an inch to the 
adv antag e of the Sov iet Union. 
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No Job For Shattered Nerves 


It is grim , ticklish business to dism antle 


the dud bomb left unexploded when the West* 


em Allies com m itted them selves to stay 


in Berlin, completely surrounded by their 


Communist com rades-in-arm s. 


No one gives the Kremlin the benefit of a 
doubt in a case like this, but Berlin is as 
grim and ticklish a problem for its politicians 
and m ilitarists as it is for the politicians and 
m ilitarists of the United States. Britain and 
France. 
All of them would like to dism antle the 
bomb before it explodes and blows them into 
oblivion. Nikita Khrushchev unavoidably is 
getting the blam e for setting a deadline for 
a showdown, but his critics know that there 
had to be a showdown eventually. 
The purpose of negotiation is to avert an 
explosion. And the technique of negotiation 
is to seek and find points of agreem ent. It 
is no job for shattered nerves. Fortunately, 
Dwight Eisenhower, Harold MacMillan, Nikita 
Khrushchev and even Charles de Gaulle have 
given evidence of extrem e composure—far 
m ore so than the jittery political popoffs 
w'ho have been exploiting a chance to go into 
hysterics. 


lf the leaders can continue to keep them ­ 
selves from flying apart under pressure, the 
next move will be to find enough potential 
points of agreem ent to justify hope of accord. 
One point might be mutual reductions of 
arm am ent and m ilitary personnel in G er­ 
m any, where m ilitary tension has been bleed­ 
ing treasuries white. 
Another might be abandonment of the idea 
that no settlem ent is possible without unifica­ 
tion of Germany. Germ any m ay never be 
united. 
And still another might be recognition of 
the long-term impossibility of m aintaining a 
m ilitary standoff in Berlin without a m ilitary 
clash. 
There is a way to come out of the Berlin 
crisis without war; the task is to find it. 
lf Khrushchev will quit tapping the Berlin 
bomb for the pleasure of watching bystanders 
jum p, if Eisenhower and Macmillan continue 
to set a good exam ple for their countrymen 
and if De Gaulle can forget nationalism long 
enough to rem em ber he wouldn't have any 
if F rance’s allies hadn’t fought World War 
ll to secure a French future, there need be 
no war, despite those who have been talking 
as if they would like to have one. 


You Hear About These Executioners 


There is a person who moves among us 


as if his conscience w ere as clear as the 


conscience of anyone else. 


He looks the sam e, talks the sam e, acts 


the sam e as his neighbors. But he is by no 


m eans the sam e kind of person. 
He is a self-appointed executioner of other 
people’s pets. 
He shoots dogs and cats, or poisons them . 
In his mind, he justifies this life-taking by 
thinking of his victims as nuisances, in much 
the sam e way as H itler’s bully-bovs thought 
of the other hum an beings as nuisances. 
And in exactly the sam e way as the bully­ 
boys killed what they did not like, the execu­ 
tioners of dogs and cats kill what they do 
not like. This is a tim e of year when they 
become more active than usual. They declare 
an open season on their quarry in springtim e. 
Here is something for them to think about: 
It is an offense punishable by both im pri­ 
sonment and fine under Ohio law to kill or 
injure a dog or cat maliciously or wilfully. 


If the value of the dog. for example, is 
m ore than S35 the prison term m ay be as 
much as one year and the fine $500. For ani­ 
m als of lesser value, the prison term m ay 
be as much as three months and the fine 
as much as $200. 
The trouble is, of course, that the execu­ 
tioners are hard to catch. You hear about 
them but almost never find out who they are. 
They operate after dark. They do not boast 
of their prowess with guns and poison. If 
they did. their own lives wouldn't be worth 
much more than the value they assign to 
the lives of the pets they love to kill. 
A stiff penalty in the law is no comfort 
to the owner of a pet that has been executed 
contrary to the law. But it can be an in­ 
centive to those who m ay be wronged by the 
executioners to demand the complete coopera­ 
tion of law enforcem ent officials in cases 
where there is even an outside chance of 
getting enough evidence to give the culprits 
up to the year in jail and the $500 fine they 
richly deserve. 


Always Good For One More 


Sumner Slichter, the H arvard economist, 
has been at it again — and editorial w riters 
from coast to coast can be thankful for this 
endless supply of provocative viewpointing. 
This tim e the Slichterisn that gives com­ 
m entators a taking-off point is in testim ony 
before the Senate-House economic com m it­ 
tee, one of three blue-ribbon groups looking 
into the economic quandary in Washington. 
As Slichter sees it, congressm en shouldn’t 
bother their white-maned heads about infla­ 
tion, which he is inclined to think of as the 
price of progress, unless they are prepared 
to do something about it. 
What he proposes that they do about it 
Is drop barriers on im ported goods to m ake 
U S. producers compete with foreign produc­ 
ers. Wage dem ands of powerful unions are 
driving up prices and living costs, he reasons, 
so the obvious way to drive down living 
costs is to cool off the unions’ monopolistic 
privilege of charging what the traffic will 
bear. 
When Slichter had finished saying this, you 
could hear a tariff drop anywhere in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. But he had something 
else to say while he was on the stand.

Broadway is starting m atinees at 2 o’clock 
instead of somewhere between 2:30 and 3:45 
to give m atinee fans a chance to get home 
before the traffic snafu sets in.

For 
the m om ent the political chiefs be­ 
lieve that the only hope for a run­ 
ning battle with the mob infil­ 
trators of labor is in regional brush 
fire w ars in the states. 
There are such “ w ars” — some 
of them unnoticed in other parts 
of the nation. A felon, for example, 
can no longer be a union official 
in North Dakota. T hat’s been the 
law for some days now. 


THOSE DAKOTANS are whim­ 
sical folk. They believe that the 
word “ Badlands,” should refer only 
to bumpy roads and not to roads 
laden with the bumped off excesses 
of the mob. 
In one of the first laws of its 
kind, the North Dakota legislature 
put it this way: 
“ Qualifications To Hold Office In 
Labor Union Or Labor Organiza­ 
tion: No person who has been con­ 
victed of any crim e involving m or­ 
al turpitude or of a felony, except­ 
ing traffic violations, shall serve in 
any official capacity in any labor 
union or labor organization in this 
state. No such person, or any labor 
union or any labor organization in 
which he is an officer, shall be 
qualified to act as a bargaining 
agent or representative for em ­ 
ployes in this state. Such disquali­ 
fication shall term inate whenever 
such officer is removed or resigns 
as an officer in such labor union 
or labor organization.” 
T hat’s the whole law. Yet labor 
leaders in that state fought it. They 
rounded up 40 out of IIC m em bers 
of the house and 12 out of 49 state 
senators to vote against it. Why? 
Should men once convicted of at­ 
tem pted m urder, arson, grand la r­ 
ceny, mayhem and other violence 
be perm itted the truly sacred trust 
of leadership of working men and 
women? Even in 
North 
Dakota 
there were two union officials with 
long prison records. 


IF THERE WERE such a fed 
eral law. m any of those exposed 
by Sen. McClellan would have been 
sum m arily ejected from control of 
the hundreds of locals they run — 
in and out of the big unions. Such 
a law would alm ost autom atically 
wipe out the dummy unions set up 
by the underworld. 
Apparently the next state to pass 
reform laws will be Gov. Rocke­ 
feller’s New York. Within a fort­ 
night there will be a law making 
union chiefs responsible for union 
funds 
and 
property 
just 
as 
a 
corporation executive is responsi­ 
ble to stockholders for company 
property and m ust answer to stock­ 
holders for any profits he m akes 
because of the position, power and 
prestige of his office. 
This is but the first step in New 
York. It can be reported that Gov. 
Rockefeller wants legislation insur­ 
ing dem ocracy inside unions. He 
just isn’t going to wait for Con­ 
gress. 


IN A DISCUSSION w i t h three 
labor lawyers earlier this month, 
M r. Rockefeller agreed to set up

a group to study proposals which 
he wants passed along this line 
early next year. 
He convinced the labor people 
that there should be action next 
year — not rn o r e debate. There 
was such detailed discussion that 
they decided even to study whether 
a union should pay the legal bills 
for the defense of an accused union 
officer. 
The feeling that Congress has got 
itself all tied up in legal tape and 
will fall on its face is provoking 
other state capitals into action. 
Naturally, where labor has little 


influence the laws will be tough­ 
er, such as the one just passed in 
Georgia. There it is now legal for 
a rank-and-filer or a company to 
sue a union. Previously, if anyone 
wanted dam ages from 
a union, 
he had to sue its m em bers individ­ 
ually. 
In one fashion or another, from 
New York to the states of Wash­ 
ington and California, there’s 
a 
drive on for “ little” reform bills. 
They’ll vary. There’ll be trouble. 
There won’t be turbulence across 
the land if Congress can pull it­ 
self together and whip out a na­ 
tional code of ethics.

Reds Cannot Be Trusted To Keep Agreements 


Three years and three months 
isn’t a long time in world affairs, 
yet how many people who are so

Of what avail is any “ sum m it” 
conference if the agreem ents are 
later tern into scraps of paper? 
A certain comminique, for 
in­ 
stance, is worth rereading today. 
The head of the Soviet governm ent 
—Bulganin — with Khrushchev at 
his side, signed it on July 23, 1955. 
It was issued after a “ sum m it” 
conference at Geneva, attended al­ 
so by President Eisenhower, Prim e 
M inister Eden of Britain4 and P re­ 
m ier Faure of France. The state­ 
m ent says: 
“ The heads of government, rec­ 
ognizing their common responsibil­ 
ity for the settlem ent of the Ger­ 
man question and the reunification 
of Germany, have agreed that the 
settlem ent of the Germ an question 
and the reunification of Germ any 
by free elections shall be carried 
out in conformity with the national 
interests of the Germ an people and 
the interests of European security. 
“ The foreign m inisters will m ake 
whatever arrangem ents they m ay 
consider desirable for the partici­ 
pation of, or for consultation with, 
other interested parties.” 


THIS WAS a “ directive” or for­ 
m al instruction to the foreign min­ 
isters of the sam e four countries 
—the Soviet Union, G reat Britain, 
France and the United States. The 
four m inisters then m et at Geneva 
and here is the full text of the 
joint declaration of France, G reat 
Britain and the United States, is­ 
sued at the close of the confer­ 
ence on Nov. 16, 1955: 
“ At Geneva, the foreign m inis­ 
ters of France, the United King­ 
dom 
and 
the United 
States of 
America tried to reach agreem ent 
with the Soviet foreign m inister on 
what the four heads of governm ent 
in July agreed w ere the closely 
linked problems of Germ an reuni­ 
fication and European security. To 
this end, they m ade a proposal for 
the reunification of G erm any 
by 
free elections in 1956 and for a 
treaty of assurance giving the So­ 
viet Union far-reaching safeguards 
against aggression when Germ any 
was reunified. 
“ M arshal Bulganin in July had 
agreed that the reunification 
of 
Germ any was the common respon­ 
sibility of the four powers 
and 
should be carried out by m eans of 
free elections. The Soviet foreign 
m inister, however, despite the di­ 
rective of the heads of government, 
m ade it plain that the Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent refused to agree to the 
reunification 
of Germany, 
since 
that would lead to the liquidation 
of the E ast Germ an regim e. He 
m ade 
counterproposals 
w h i c h 
would have involved the continued 


division of Germ any as well as th® 
eventual dissolution of the W estern 
security system. It is for this rea­ 
son 
that 
the 
negotiations 
have 
failed. 
“ The 
f o r e i g n 
m inisters 
of 
France, the United Kingdom and 
the United States of Am erica are 
aw are that this result m ust bring 
a sense of cruel disappointm ent to 
the German people, east and west 
of the zonal border which now un­ 
justly divides them . However, the 
three foreign m inisters believe that 
the Soviet governm ent will come to 
recognize that its owTn self-interest 
will be served by ending the injus­ 
tice of a divided Germ any. They 
believe that the Soviet governm ent 
will realize that so long as it per­ 
sists in withholding unity from the 
Germ an people, there can be no 
solid security in Europe, nor, in­ 
deed, in the world. 


“ THE THREE W estern powers 
will them selves not cease their ef­ 
forts 
to end the 
injustice 
and 
wrong now being done by dividing 
the G erm an people and will con­ 
tinue to stand ready to contribute 
to the security which can be en­ 
joyed by all only when Germany 
is reunified.” 
W’hy does the Soviet Union think 
now it can reap the fruits of its 
repudiation of the pledge given at 
the "sum m it” conference of July 
1955 and gain its ends in 1959? 
Perhaps it is because the Soviets 
have an iron determ ination and be­ 
lieve that the W estern dem ocracies 
are undergoing a process of m oral 
deterioration 
in 
which 
principle 
will be sacrificed for expediency. 
Perhaps it’s because the poli­ 
tically selfish Socialist Labor party 
in Britain, which believes in peace- 
at-any-price doctrines, has forgot­ 
ten the fatal appeasem ent of Hit­ 
ler at Munich in 1938. 
Perhaps it’s because, inside the 
United States, prom inent Demo­ 
crats in Congress, by their speech­ 
es and statem ents in the press, 
have openly encouraged the Soviets 
to believe that President Eisenhow­ 
er “ lost the confidence” of the 
American people in the last con­ 
gressional election, that the Demo­ 
crats are going to win the presi­ 
dency in 1960, and that the next 
adm inistration 
will 
give 
softer 
treatm ent to the Kremlin. 


CERTAINLY 
the 
widespread 
pressure for a "sum m it” confer­ 
ence this sum m er has persuaded 
a reluctant President of the United 
States to go again to Geneva. But 
the holding of the conference can 
have only one value; to inform the 
world once m ore of the futility of 
trying to negotiate with a 
con­ 
sum m ate liar. 
Meanwhile, 
all 
proposals 
for 
"disengagem ent,” "nuclear f r e e 
zones” and "“pulling back” W est­ 
ern arm ies or “ freezing” a zone in 
central 
E u r o p e are palpable 
moves of offensive strategy on the 
m ilitary chess board of the men 
in the Kremlin. 
Perhaps it will not take even 
three months after the next "sum ­ 
m it” conference for the world to 
learn that, when the Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent puts its signature on a 
pledge, it cannot 
be 
trusted 
to 
keep its word. 
Appeasement 
of 
such an adversary can only lead 
to war. 


A Matter Of V iewpoints

WASHINGTON 
Their handling of their foreign 


m inisters—and their attitude to­ 


ward a foreign m inisters m eeting 


—is a prim e exam ple of the dif­ 


ference between President E isen­ 


hower and Soviet Prem ier Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
Khrushchev treats his foreign 
m inister, Andrei Gromyko, like a 
bookkeeper in charge of sm all de­ 
tails. Perhaps no president in his­ 
tory ever depended m ore on his 
Secretary of State than Eisenhow­ 
er on John Foster Dulles. 
It is hard to im agine Khrush- 
ch e / at a loss for a word or an 
idea at a sum m it get-together if 
Gromyko never showed up. He al­ 
ready has dismissed as a waste of 
tim e a foreign m inisters meeting 
before a sum m it conference. 
Dulles 
has 
been 
Eisenhower’s 
strong right arm in foreign af­ 
fairs. It is doubtful, because of 
his cancer, that Dulles can go 
overseas 
to 
a 
sum m it meeting 
with the President. 
To be sure, Eisenhower, before 
he goes, will be well briefed on 
details by his State Departm ent 
aides and perhaps by Dulles him ­ 
self. 
But on a minute by m inute basis 
that won’t be the sam e as having 
Dulles with him. The President 
respected Dulles’ judgm ent, relied 
on him, listened, was guided by 
him. 
It 
is 
no 
wonder 
Eisenhower, 
contrary to Khrushchev, until re­ 
cently had insisted that any sum ­ 
m it meeting m ust be preceded by 
a 
foreign 
m inisters 
conference 
which showed some progress and 
agreem ent 
before the top 
men 
met. 
If Eisenhower now seem s to be 
attaching less im portance to 
a 
foreign m inisters m eeting it m ay 
be due m ore to Dulles’ illness than 
any argum ent by Khrushchev or 
influence by British Prim e Minis­ 
ter Harold Macmillan. 
Besides 
reliance 
on 
Dulles, 
there’s another good reason wrhy 
Eisenhower should put much store 
on a foreign m inisters m eeting as 
a prelim inary to the sum m it con* 
ference. Reliance on foreign min­ 


isters to work things out has been 
a traditional method of Western 
diplomacy, not sum m it m eetings. 
There are broad differences also 
between 
the President and the 
Russian prem ier. 


The chubby, bald, extroverted 
Khrushchev — if he had been 
raised in this country — would 
have been called a pusher. He has 
been pushing all his life. He is an 
innovator and an experim enter. 
Eisenhower, 
although 
he 
can 
play slam -bang politics at cam ­ 
paign tim e, is essentially a tradi­ 
tionalist and a conservative. He 
has done no innovating socially or 
economically here at home. He is 
a preserver. 


His long and successful m ilitary 
career by itself alone would have 
been an enormous force in m ak­ 
ing him a respecter of tradition. 
Khrushchev, on the other hand, 
pushed his way up through the 
cannibalistic ranks of the Commu­ 
nist party. Once at the top he kept 
pushing. 
First, he pushed aside 
the traditional idolatry lavished on 
the m em ory of Stalin; 
next he 
shoved aside his co-equals, the 
other heirs of Stalin, like Molotov, 
Malenkov, Bulganin, B ena. 
The sum m it m eeting will be a 
conference between a ram bunc­ 
tious, daring but shrewd m an and 
a conservative who has no revolu­ 
tionary ambitions but is deter­ 
mined to preserve what the West 
holds, yielding not an inch to the 
advantage of the Soviet Union.

CLEVELAND (AP)—A promi­ 
nent educator says criticism of 
our school program in this coun 
try is being taken seriously by ed­ 
ucators in some countries.

Gaius my father, 
I send you the warmest filial 
greetings. 
The wind continues to blow hot 
and dry from across the great 
eastern desert and the city fills 
to overflowing with outlanders. 
Perhaps it is the heat or the 
constant babble of alien voices in 
the streets, but I detect a feeling 
of tension in the air. Although 
no one speaks of it, others feel 
it too, from the Procurator him­ 
self. 
This evening, the Procurator Pi­ 
late dispatched the nightly mes­ 
senger to Caesarea with unseem­ 
ly haste. It is rumored he has 
asked that several centuries of the 
legion be sent to Jerusalem to 
stand by in case of trouble dur­ 
ing the approaching p a s s o v e r 
festival.

Our Galilean appears to be very 
much like any other person in this 
place—but with a difference that 
is hard to define. 
Perhaps it is his 
eyes. 
They 
are 
gentle 
yet 
penetrating—the 
eyes of a man who has seen evil 
and sin and has assumed their 
burden on his own frail shoulders. 
His eyes seem to plead with you 
to accept what their owner says 
as truth, not for his sake but for 
yours. 
Or perhaps it is his voice. He 
speaks 
earnestly, 
in low. 
quiet 
tones. He expounds his beliefs by 


means of little stories, stories so 
simple a child could understand. 
Yet he is every bit as compelling 
to his listeners as the most spell­ 
binding orator of the Senate. 


THE GALILEAN had not been 
speaking 
his beliefs

long 
before the priests came out of the 
inner temple — where non-Jews 
are not admitted — and question­ 
ed his authority to speak to the 
people.

As I walked back to the Antonia, 
our garrison fortress, for the eve­ 
ning meal, I pondered his answer. 
Treasonable, to be sure, for are 
not all things due the Caesar? 
But I had not found it in me to 
reproach the Galilean. In fact, 
I found myself nodding a g r e e - 
ment. Why was this? 
I a l s o pondered with s o m e 
amusement, a 
remark 
I 
over­ 
heard in the 
courtyard. 
O n e 
man had told another—seriously, 
mind you—that the Galilean is not 
only king and savior but the son 
of god. Really now! He seemed 
very much flesh and blood to 
me. 
Nevertheless, I find the man in­ 
triguing. I think tomorrow I shall 
go 
into 
the streets 
again 
and 
seek out someone who can tell 
me more about him.

right man to do it.” 
His willingness to try the impos­ 
sible has enabled McLain, presi­ 
dent of a Nashville, Tenn. toy 
firm, to parlay $300 into a five- 
million-dollar annual business. 
All his life McLain, a slender, 
42 - year - old chemical engineer, 
had wanted a business of his own. 
In 1945 he decided to make the 
gamble with $300 mustering-out 
pay he received when he left 
the Navy. 
He and his partner, Earl Hor­ 
ton, a college friend, decided to 
enter the competitive toy field. 
Their 
families 
shared 
a 
farm 
shack outside Nashville while the 
partners drew up careful plans. 
Impressed 
by 
their thorough­ 
ness and enthusiasm, a banker 
lent them $55.000—they had no 
collateral—to get 
started.. They 
grossed $285,000 in 1946, their first 
year in business. And every year 
since then they have done better. 
Today they have three plants, 
350 employes. In addition to a line 
of 32 toys, they now turn out 
dozens of industrial plastic items 
for some of the nation's largest 
firms. 
McLain’s success principles are 
simple.

“Don’t try to imitate the other 
, fellow,” he drawled. “ It pays to 
be different, to plow a new fur­ 
row. 
“ Hire good people, treat them 
well, and—as far as you can—let 
them alone. 
“Money and machinery are im­ 
portant in a firm’s success, but 
the 
biggest 
factor 
is 
people. 
They’ve got the answer to most 
of your problems. 
“We believe in starting them 
young and giving them responsi­ 
bility. At 42, I’m the second oldest 
executive in our company.” 
The average life of a novelty 
toy is only two to three years. 


Liquor Sales Jump 
Prior To Price Hike 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-W hole- 
sale liquor sales in Ohio are sky­ 
rocketing in advance of a price in­ 
crease April I of about IO per 
cent on a fifth of liquor. 
Richard C. Crouch, liquor di­ 
rector, said wholesale sales are 
running 350 per cent ahead of last 
year’s March figures. 
Crouch said permit holders plan 
to increase prices five cents a 
drink (one ounce). He said this 
means an additional $1.25 retail 
increase on a fifth purchased be­ 
fore April I, and an additional 75 
cents profit on liquors purchased 
after that date.

From 
those two lines 
you know this 
story is quite 
out of tile ord­ 
inary. 
What d o e s 
it take to tri­ 
umph o v e r 
t h e pounds’ 
F irst of a I I, 
you must have 
a conviction in 
Ida Jean Kain 
your own mind 
that it is possible to reduce, and 
worth the doing. When your cir­ 
cum stances 
are vastly 
differed 
from others who are trying to re­ 
duce, you feel utterly alone in 
your struggles. Your problem may 
appear so hopeless it seems futile 
to even try. 
This honest account of one diet­ 
er's struggles and trium phs can 
serve to bring a surge of new 
hope. 


“ I AM ANOTHER happy reduc­ 
er. I think my situation was a 
bit different from most. I am an 
arthritic and for eleven years I 
have had little 
or 
no 
exercise. 
While I am still in a wheel chair, 
I am no longer completely shut in. 
“ The first few years were very 
painful and I drank heavily in 
order to get sleep and some m eas­ 
ure of relief. One day I decided 
that had gone

I turned to e a t i n g 
sweets—all kinds and 
in

quantities. Of course

June

scales hit 176 pounds. I am 5 feet 
2, and 43 years old. 
“ I had gone outside that June 


for the first time in three years, 
and I was conscious of my appear­ 
ance. Shortly after that. I decided 
that I didn't need to be fat any 
more than I needed to drink. I 
talked to my doctor about reduc­ 
ing and he was all for it. With 
his approval, I stayed on a 1,000 
calorie a day diet. The doctor 
prescribed Dexedrine to help me 
get my appetite under control. 
“ I m ade a gam e of counting 
the calories, using 
your 
calorie 
chart. I kept an exact score, re­ 
cording everything I ate. Honest­ 
ly it has been fun. From the nu­ 
trition standpoint I have actually 
eaten better. Now I really prefer 
to eat this way. Almost as much 
as losing the weight I am thrilled 
with the way my skin has cleared. 
Ifs pretty! 
“ To date I weigh 144 pounds. I 
had set my goal at 140 but I think 
I can do better, so 1 11 keep on 
the sam e pattern. Exercise is still 
a problem because of the arthritis, 
but I am managing much more 
housework than in the past.” 


IN A LONG distance telephone 
conversation on February 27 with 
this dieter, I learned that she now 
weighs 130 pounds and, m iracle 
of m iracles, she doesn't even have 
to use a cane around the house. 
Sometimes she ventures outdoors 
without the wheel chair. From the

notices the greatest improvement 
in the knee joints now that the 
load is lightened.

Idiabetes if you keep on eating so 
many sweets.” “ If you don't eat 
more foods you will get tuberculo­ 
sis.” 
So parents threaten children as 
young as three or as old as 16. 
These warnings and exhortations 
usually have no effect except to 
annoy or worry the child and to 
make the parent 
feel 
im portant 
and self-righteous. 


A NUMBER 
of published stud­ 
ies have revealed, that to most 
children, 
e s p e c i a l l y 
young 
children, sickness comes as pun­ 
ishment for misdeeds. 
One reports that common beliefs 
in one group of young children 
were that colds were the result 
of getting wet. diabetes was from 
eating too much candy and rheu­ 
m atic 
disease 
was 
from 
too 
much running. 


Another points out that “ the lit­ 
tle child is unable to distinguish 
between feelings of suffering caus­ 
ed by disease inside the body and 
suffering imposed on him from 
the outside for the sake of cur­ 
ing the disease.” 
Perhaps the child under five or 
six would have this belief without 
silly warnings 
by 
parents. 
Yet 
these warnings confirm his beliefs 
and increase his worries and an­ 
xieties. 


OUR MAIN problem with the 
preschool child is to see that he 
cultivates good health h a b i t s 
(and safety habits) without utter­ 
ing threats and warnings of the 
consequence if he doesn't. Even
